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DETAILED ACTION 

Response to Amendment 

1 Claims 1, 3, 4, 6-9, and 16 have been amended. Claim 18 has been added. 
Claims 1-18 are pending. 

2. - The objections to claim 3, 4, and 6-9 are WITHDRAWN in view of the 
Amendment. 

3. The rejection to claims 1-10 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness- 
type double patenting is WITHDRAWN in view of the terminal disclaimer filed on 10 
February 2006. 

4. The provisional rejection to claims 1 and 11-17 under the judicially created 
doctrine of obviousness-type double patenting is WITHDRAWN in view of the terminal 
disclaimer filed on 10 February 2006, 

Response to Arguments 

5. Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-17 have been considered but are 
moot in view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 
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(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public 
use or on sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United 
States. 

6. Claims 1-18 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Marin et 
al. US 5,456,694 A ("Marin"). 

Claims 1-18 : Marin teaches a system (see fig. 1A and IB), comprising: an introducer 
portion (guide sheath) 20 adapted to be positioned within patient's vasculature; a 
pressure sensor/display (pressure manometer) 29; core pin (balloon catheter) 40 having 
a channel (guide wire lumeri) 44; at least two chambers (ports) 22, 24, 26; one chamber 
is a capillary tube (sheath pressurization port) 26; and an opening/hole (not labeled, see 
fig. 1 B) to channel (of the sheath 20). Marin's pressure manometer visually displays 
pressure in a chamber (needle and gauge enclosed in a glass window) not vented to 
atmosphere and has a needle that vibrates due to the pulsation, i.e. a pressure gauge.
